After saying good night to the last parting guests at a 10-million dollar a plate major, secret 
Republican big-wig banquet, The Secret Knights of the Republicans officially convene at a random 
table in the banquet hall. The Knights are comprised of leaders of the Republican Party: Boehner, 
Cruz, Paul, etc., their approach closely modeled after King Arthur's Knights of the Round Table, at 
least, in the same way the Tea Party deludes itself that they are heir apparent to the spirit of the 
Boston Tea Party. 

The Chair brings the Knights to order, and reads off the issue for which reason they are meeting: to 
find a new cause for the Republican Party.
